Mercy Hospital’s Future 
Expansion Renovation Plans 


Sister Mary Hitda, R.S.M.. Administration announced that at 
the May 18th. meeting of the Health Resources Development.

The problem is that the lease 
rights at the airport are present- 
ly tied up in negotiaitons 
between the airport operators, 
Grayling Air inc. and the County 
of Crawford, City of Grayling 
and Grayling Township.

Thompson presented a his- 
tory of the West Branch airport, 
outlined current operations and 
proposed changes. A latter from 
the Aeronautics Commission, 
Dept. of State Highways and 
Transportation dated April 29 
discussed with Thompson the 
nossible relocation. 

The letter in part reads: “We 
do agree with you that should 
the college relocate that it 
would he a wise choice to select 
the West Branch Community 
Airport for its new location.

guilty party to clean. The most positive aspect of my visit to the 
prosecutor's office is that he intends to prosecute to the tullest 
extent of the law. 

It is simple procedure to prosecute offenders. If you see 
anyone littering, write down their license plate number, canoe or 
boat number or even their name and call the prosecutor's office. 
You may be asked to sign your name to a complaint, but in no way 
should anyone tear signing their name. The wheels of justice will 
roll with your help. 

At present it appears we will employ somewhere between 20 to 
40 youth. We are also in the process of hiring ten supervisors to 
assist Out program. 

Some federal funds have been generated but it is stilt 
necessary to raise as Much money as possible on the local level. 
The area we have proposed to clean is enormous and the real 
success of our effort to a large extent will be determined by our 
local support. 

With general assistance from Ray's Canoe Livery, Jolly 
Redskin, Long Canoe Livery, Camp Shawono, Trout Unlimited, 
DNR, City Council and Frederic Township supervisor--we are 
prepared to begin our project effort June 20th.

The rapture of the apostle 
John into Heaven to see the 
remairing vision of Revelation 
chapters four through twenty- 
two, is a beautiful picture of the 
rapture of the true Church at the 
close of this age. The scene 
changes from earth to Heaven 
as John is given the basis for 
God's future judgment on the 
entire world. He is brought face 
to face in chapter four with the 
holiness of God. In chapter five 
he views the worthiness of 
Jesus Christ to execute divine 
wrath adainst a rebellious neo- 
ple. 

We acknowladge that Revela- 
tion 4:1,2 has the primary literal 
meaning of describing the rap- 
ture of the apostle John into 
Heaven to receive the vision 
recorded in Revelation chapters 
four through twenty-two.

A letter of unknown origin 
has appeared throughout the 
country telling veterans of World 
War II that they are entitled to 
dividends for each month of 
service, even Hf they so longer 
carry that »nsurance.

According to Veterans Ad- 
ministration (VA) officials the 
fetter is a hoax and entirely 
false.

A lot of people think we can get along 
with programs the way they were a hundred years ago in the 
one-room school house. | know they Jo tt over in Kaikaska Couniy 
but they also have two teachers for a smal! number of students. It 
would be interesting to see what it would cost for a teacher for 
every 20 students in this county. 

The other big problems that this is the 20th century and if on one 
hand we expect our students to compete with the rest of the ones 
in Michigan who are going on to universities and other tnstitutions 
then they must be as well prepared as the rest of the state. Cutting 
back may be part of the answer but does not solve all problems.

Even very expensive police and 
business FM radios are affec- 
ted. 

There is OG Way to 
skip conditions excep! using 
common sense, and limiting 
radio traffic to that which is 
necessary while the condition is 
occuring. 

Hocan get very frustrating at 
times, when you cannot reach 
your mobile unit that may be 
only a fe. blocks away but you 
can copy a walkie-talkie that 
may be un the other side of the 
country. 

These conditions can vary 
from channel to channel and 
sometimes will Come and go 
away a few minutes later 

A piece of advice that | might 
add would be that if you have a 
multi-channel radio. such as a 
23 of 46.ch, CB, you might set 
up an agreement with your 
mobile units or your trends 
ahead of time, designating 
several alternate channels other 
than your fegular stand-by 
channel, to use during heavy 
skip periods. Also try to keep 
your radio messages short.

Stumbling? 


Our love tor cars may trip 
Carter's energy programs 


America’s love affair with the auto- 
mobile Muy prove to be an early 
Stumbling block to the success of the 
Carter Administration, 

Energy use and conservation have 
been pinpointed by the Carter adminis- 
tration aS perhaps the key problem 
facing the nation, and the so-called 
Carter energy plan has been put forth as 
the answer. 

Just so, the automobile is at the 
center of the Cartar anarny nlan hearing 
the brunt of the sacrifice through higher 
gas taxes, higher automobile taxes and 
what have you. 

But it's anything but smooth sailing 
for Carter and his energy hopes. Some 
of the pre-election mates are jumping 
off the floundering energy ship—such 
as the union fellows. for example. 

It could be expected that the United 
Automobile Worker's union would care- 
fully inspect anv federal proarams 
aimed at use of cars. Making cars, after 
all, is the UAW’s bread and butter. 

Bread-and-butter is only part of the 
problem. though, according to the 
views of Douglas Fraser, who is even 
newer as the president of the UAW than 
Carter is as President of the USA. 

The bigger obstacle, apparently is 
America's love affair with the car. 

“The aut 


for the American worker,” Fraser was 
quoted as saying in a recent New York 
Times interview. 


_ “In most cases, he has a confining 
job. The job runs him, not he the job. 
His car is the only outlet for his 


individuality.” 

Fraser is correct. of course. At least 
in these parts. the car is a symbol as 
well as a tooi. 

The car is the passport between 
chiidnood and maiuriiy...it provides the 
mobility that permits a cutting of apron 
strings. 

For many of us. the time alone in the 
car, driving to work. is the only time-out 
in the treadmill of busy days...the only 
chance to be alone with ourselves.

The car also provides an attainable 
keeping-up-with-the-Joneses goal for 
most of us...if not the fanciest and 
most expensive, then the best mileage, 
or the best wax job, or the fastest, or 
the most economical, or the most 
stripped-down, or the most souped-up, 
or the most serviceable, or what-have- 
you. 

The automobile in America is many 
things, perhaps the least of which is a 
means of getting from one place to 
another. It is, as Mr. Fraser says, 
“something special” for the typical 
American. 


“That is why it is so difficult to get 
him interested in share-the-ride arran- 
gements,” Mr. Fraser adds. 

The UAW chief agrees on the need to 
reduce our dependence on imported oil, 
according to the New York Times 
article, and will lobby for Congressional 
modification of the Carter program, 
arguing “that the auto industry should 
not be immune from sacrifice but that it 
should not bear a disproportionate 
share of the adjustment burden.” 

Fraser's concern for what he con- 
ceives as the rank-and-file worker 
comes through clearly when the relative 
merits of sacrifice are discussed. 

“When it comes to changing life 
styles to advance national objectives, 
we ought to concentrate on changing 
those of the wealthy,” Mr. Fraser 
contends. 

“It is an elitist attitude for those who 
load their families into jet planes for 
vacations in Bermuda or on the Riveria 
to say that the American worker should 
not have a car big enough to load his 
famiiy into tor a camping trip to ithe 
Grand Canyon or Yellowstone or the 
woods of Northern Michigan.” 

Even granting the obvious bias of an 
execute dedicated to advancing the 
weifare of those who buiid cars, the 
Fraser view of the worker and his cars 
appears an accurate reflection of the 
way things are.

Kirtland's Warbler Return 
to Michigan Anticipated 


LANSING--Ihe world's popula- 
tion of Kirtland’s Warblers is 
expected to arrive back in 
Michigan any day now after 
wintering in the Bahamas, 
reports the Oept. of Natural 
Resources. 

The first of the male birds 
usually appear about mid-May 
and settle down to wait for 
mates in previous nesting areas 
of the northern Lower Penin- 
sula. 

One cf the nation’s endan- 
gered species, the tiny, bluish- 
gray, yellow-breasted songbird 
nests only in Michigan-mostly 
in Crawford, Oscoda, Roscom- 
mon and Ogemaw counties. 

Last year's ONR Kirtland’s 
Waruier céraus, tancn uring 
the bicentennial festivities, in- 
dicated just 200 nesting pairs in 
existence. 

“We won't know until about 
the third week in June just how 
successful our efforts to protect 
them were,” says Wildlife Bi- 
ologist John Byelich who spec-

Overdose

scurvy. The extreme deficiency 
which leads to stuny is not 
normally found in U.S. aiets. 

According to Anita Dean, 
Michigan State University Ex- 
tension specialist in foods and 
nutrition, guinea pigs treated 
with large doses of vitamin C for 
an extended period can develap 
a dependency on the vitamin. 
When the high doses were 
reduced to a normal ievel the 
guinea pigs developed a defi- 
ciency. 

“The two cases recently re- 
ported in tne press suggest that 
the same results might also 
occur in man, says Dean. “Dut 
we do not have experimental 
evidence that this occurs in 
humans.” 

The widespread practice of 
consuming large doses of vita- 
min C to prevent the common 
cold could be a possible hazard, 
she says. “Excessive doses of 
anything should be viewed with 
suspicion until evidence of 
usefulness and safety is firmly 
established. 

“Until data is available show- 
ing that vitamin C is useful and 
safe in preventing or treating 
the common cold, in the doses 
recommended, it should not be 
used for this purpose,” Dean 
concluded. 

Citrus fruits and juices, to- 
matoes, brocolli, greens, straw- 
berries and melons are excellent 
sources of vitamin C. Vegeta- 
DIES ANG Tuits CONniibUTE MOTE 
than 90 percent of the vitamin C 
to diets in the United States. 
There is no possible way of 
getting an overdose of vitamins 
by consuming ordinary foods.

“Saving the warblers is a joint 
effort of Michigan ONA, the 
Audubon Society, U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service and U. §. 
Forest Service,” Byelich notes. 
“The OMR census will be carried 
out even more systematically 
and efficiently this year, headed 
by DNR statistician George 
Burgoyne, Both DNR and Forest 
Service crews continue main- 
tenance of the warbler habitat 
by clearcutting, burning and 
planting jack pines.” 

The Audubon Saciety helps 
defray the costs of annual 
warbler nesting tours and ma- 
terials for the trapping of 
enurniele oo nerhans the Kirt- 
land's greatest enemies. The 
parasitic birds leave their eggs 
in the warbler nests for the 
sanghirds to raise DNR and 
National Forest crews also are 
posting all Kirtland’s Warbler 
nesting areas to protect them 
against human disturbance. 

To provide some opportunity 
for people to see the rare 
Michigan bird, two controlled, 
guided tours are conducted 
each year, beginning at the U.S. 
Forest Service headquarters in 
Mio and the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service Center in Gray- 
ling. The Mio tour will be 
conducted daily, except Wed- 
nesdays, through July 23. The 
Grayling tour runs through July 
15, seven days a week. 

The departing times for both 
tours through the nesting areas 
is 9 am. and 1 p.m. Large 
groups should notify the cen- 
ters of future iour plans. 
Between 1,500 and 2,000 visi- 
tors take the tour every year, 
Byelich says.

Hess who represents Crawford 
County in the litigations said 
negotiations are continuing but 
have not yet been resolved. 

He said there was an informal 
meeting last week between the 
parties involved and nothing 
has happened since that time. 
He said there was the possibil- 
ity of three different options in 
relation to the dispute. They 
include court procedures to 
settle the dispute, the negotia- 
tion for the purchase of the 
improvements made by Grayling 
Air to the airport by the other 
parties involved and the final 
one being that the government 
could terminate the lease alto- 
gether. Any of these alternatives 
could be followed by the parties 
involved he said. 

The dispute surrounding the 
aupur iad Ween @ iengtiy ne. 
According to local informed 
sources the city of Grayling 
received a lease to operate the 
airport on May 16, 1968 from the 
Secretary of the Army for 26.7 
acres of land on the Grayling 
Army Airtield. The lease was to 
run for 25 years and would aliow 
the development and operation 
of A civil airport. 

About one year later on May 
29 the city entered into an 
agreement with Grayling Air 
Inc. which gave them the right 
to operate the public airfield 
according to the terms of the 
lease. Grayling Air developed 
the property by installing gas 
pumps and putting up a build- 
ing on the ,site for their 
operations among other im- 
provements. 

On Oct. 30, 1972 the city 
assigned its interest in the 
anerating agreement {to the 
County of Crawford since the 
city felt that the operation 
was such that the city could not 
give it the financial backing 
requested by the company said 
the source. Apparently the 
assignment of the lease was 
noted by the Army which said it 
did not release the city trom any 
of the original obligations from 
the lease. 

During this time period the 
Kirtland school was establish- 
ed, and certain improvements 
were made by the city. county 
and the township (which had by 
this time also entered into the 
} to satisfy the ré-

By 1975 the county. city and 
township had become worried 
about the possibility of liablitiy

Dear Whitey: 

In recent months ('m often 
reminded of an age old poem 
about the blind men and the 
elephant. The bling men decid- 
ed to identify what an elepnant 
was like by grabbing different 
parts ol it and comparing it to 
different things that they were 
familiar with, One grabbed a leg 
and compared the elephant to a 
tree, etc. To be sure, the blind 
men were handicapped by

School finance, adrnittedly, 
Is a fairly complicated elephant 
to analyze. However an intelti- 
Heel, obinctoe parcan wha 1s 
not too anxious to jump to 
CUACIUSIUNS Can understand it it 
he ts willing to Spend the time 
and cnergy it requires. 

Recently a letter appeared in 
the Avalanche written by three 
men who purportedly analyzed 
the school’s finances (elephant) 
and drew several conclusions. 
(mm not certain they believe ail 
{hat they said but let’s look at 
some of their conclusions. 

1 They stated that the new 
County equalized valuation of 
$96,000,600 would generate e- 
hough additional revenue lo 
eliminate the need for additional 
millage. There are two glaring 
errors in that statement that 
need to be analyzed. 

A. First, they used the total 
County equalized evaluation 
(396,000,000) rather than the 
school districts equalized eval- 
uation ($90.000.000) as the 
basis of the tax revenue. South 
Branch township is not a part of 
the District, part of Otsego and 
Kalkaska counties are. This 
overstatement of $6,000,000. 
overstates our income by 
$133,500.00. 

B. Second, the whole concept 
of msing tocal assessments 
needs to be analyzed in terms of 
{he current State-aid Bill which 
in effect drops off a dollar in 
state aid for every dollar raised 
by increased assessmenis. To 
ignore ine efieci of ite State-aia 
law-ignores the real heart of the 
local tax problem. 

Zz They have cursistantly 
plaied the school districts oper 
ating millage to be 22.65 mills 
rather than 22.25 mills which it 
is. Tha millage rate tor this year 
was reduced .4 mill by the 
allocation board but they've 
continued to use 1975-76 fig- 
ures-ihus overstating revenue 
by anainer $40,000. 

3. When staling that the 9.15 
mill ran would generate 
another §92,000 they've ignored 
not only the accurale lax base

Tomatoes Yet 


By Willard Boaserman 

you hold off fertilizing 
tomatoes and Papers unti! they 
have set fruit, you will have a 
better chance of getting fruit to 
Set. This is particularly true of 
Nitrogen fertilizer which pro- 
duces lush, dark green foliage 
but few fruits and flowers You 
can apply fertilizer to the 
ground around the piant after 
they set fruit or work it into the 
Soil a little.

Yuu siuuid remember, imwever, 
that Sevin is deadly on honey 
bees and should never be used 
when plants are in bloom. Just 
a little kills a lot of bees.

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me A Letter To The Editor 


Remember way back last August when the Committee to “renew the millage” told us, “Don't let 
the property taxes or other emotional issues cloud the school millage picture"-Your children need 
your vote.""? What they failed to tell us was the renewal would give the average teacher $797 20 
increase in pay. They told us, “the new High Schoot was built for 750 students and filled to capacity.” 
Do they think we forgot the schoo! was voted on for 800 students according to their provisians and 
drawings in Feb. 11, 1971 newspaper? What happened to space for 50 students? Then in the October 
28, 1976 paper, The Annual Financial Report said the “Grayling High School had 691 
Students” ,-another 59 student differential. How can a school built for 800 have 691 and filled to 
Capacity-maybe some of the children were counted as twins?? When the studenis were discovered 
missing did we also cut the teaching stall, etc. prapartionally?? 

This school also was built in “reverse” of what the voters approved and as shown in architects 
drawings in the Avalanche of February 11, 1971. We wonder who decided to change what the voters 
approved--the board, and/or the administration? Some authorities also told us the New High School 
would ouly cost the average taxpayer $35.00 per year--Great-we voted it in, only to find out someone 
made a “human error” in the figures! 

Why hasn't the Board stopped the spending of the $75,700.00 on the football field and done 
something useful with the money--when we get flush, we'll spring for new poles-- or $42,000.00 far 
New lights that will save electricity--Be reasonable, with a $223.61 electric bill PER YEAR that 
wouldn't amortize by the year 5001, not considering the interest the taxpayers would lose on the 
242,0U0.00 plus. Maybe new lights in the board room would be more appropriate, so all the tigures 
can be seen? And how does anyone know the lights would cost $42,000.00 without the board letting 
this out for competitive bidding? 

Why do they say “the State requires 25 mills for full state tunding-and than we read 27 mills 
another place and 28 mills another? Thats 3 mills difference on millions of dollars of assessed 
values? If it's 25 as the superintendent quoted in the letter to Parents May 26, 1975, why didn’t we get 
full state aid in 1975, when millage was 25.67 and in 1976 when millage was 25.207? Why does the 
Superintendent in 3 consecutive weeks, (just before election time) write in the paper articles stating 
the increase in the 76-77 hudgat in 2 7%,-then 4%-the 1%-could the budget have changed 3 times in 
as many weeks? 

Why, if the schools aren't getting anymore money does our tax evaluations and assessments 
keep going up-as example. people paying 12.69 more in 1976 per 1,000.00 of valuation than they did 
$975, a Grayitny Townsiip, and scioui increase of $5.99 per $1,000.uU7? Besides tne scnool had 
less students in 76-77 than 75-76 and shouldn't have needed as much money. Based on 76-77 budget, 
of revenue from ALL SOURCES-local-state-federal-and any and all others-you know about, that may 
be received, we ask you to reduce your budget (As we the average taxpayers have( and come up with 
an operational budget to run the school in 77-78 WITHOUT the 9.5 mills. - No “scare” tactics-Please, 
they're getting old. and besides we're already scared-of not being able to hold onto our tand and 
homes! 

Why do we need to spend $4,500.00 to $5,000.00 for experts to see whats wrong with the Middle 
School? Use the Opinions of the experts you hired 2 years ago, (how much did that study cost?) Or 
use the citizens facilities report: or ask the maintanance people--Then regardless of what we do let's 


‘won't leave town and forget about us. 

Why would the Middle School need four new film projectors at one time? Surely it isn’t necessary 
to be watching films in four rooms at once? Where are the projectors we already own? Why are so 
many desks being stored in a barn in Frederic-- and more unused desks in portables at the Middle 
School? Did you buy new-can't you sell the old ones for something? Maybe you could sel! some used 
desks to buy a projector or two! 

Why do we need subscriptions to 66 different magazines in the High School Library plus how 
many more in the other 2 libraries? Could'nt they trade some of the books from Library to Library, 
instead of duplication on all these subscriptions? 

Why «f we have nearly twice as many books in the High School Library as the state accreditation 
requires we are lacking in spending in this area? According to the Principal we only spent $600.00 or 
$700.00 last year. While actuai bDudyei shows $4,409.00 in ¢ es spent for 78.78? Did we spend 
twice as much as we knew about?? Maybe the extra $709.00 or $809.00. whatever-should have been 
usad for anew calculator? Total library books purchased by school system. according to their figures 
is in the neighborhood of $14,908.00 last year--plus donated books by schoo! children on their 


birthdays etc. and maybe £2.000.00 -sometimes we're confused. 


Why. if the High School wants to have such high accreditation and exceed the state standards in 
al catagories-such as library books 11,000 in our jibrary versus 6,100 required. We have seating for 80 
versus 56 required. Magazine subscriptions 66 versus 50 required,--11 ianyguage art instead of 6 
required. 8 science classes when only 4 are required, etc. etc. And as the principal Mr. Reynolds 
states “The Grayling High School exceeds the Minimum standards in almost every category”. Why 
when It comes to sometning that wouldnt cost anymore, do we just have the “minimum” 
requirements-such as 6 hours of school-Why not exceed in this category and go up to 7 or 8 hours a 
day?

The Board's dilemma in establishing the millage proposal(s) for the 1977-78 school year was complicated by 
many factors and they are: 


te Higher local tax revenues because of increases im property aseegements generate no 
additional dollars. The State reduces state aid an equal dollar amount so that a 
mill generates the same revenue. 


2.0 The 1970-77 school budget was already an austerity one ($57,000.06 less than the 
preceding year) even though heating fuel, elecericity, gasoline and salaries had 
increased, 


Everyone agreed that the 9.15 mill renewal was inevitable but some suggested the 
program be cut further so additional millage would not be required. Since we would 

be about $130,000 short, a reduction of 7 teachers and all extra curricular activities 
(spurts, drama, marching band, etc.) would be necessary.

Millage Proposals: 


After considering all of the proposals the Board decided to split the millage proposal into three parts to 
reflect the kind of program che community is willing to support.

1. 9.15 mill renewal--(would provide enough money to run school by reducing 7 teachers 
and eliminating extra-curricular activities).

Bulletin 1012 for 1975-76 ranks the district as 438th from the top in total inatruction expenditure per 
pupil, 457th in operating expanses, and 446th in instruction selaries per pupil. Generally only those 
districts with fewer than 500 students or no high school have a lower per pupil cost. 


Millage Comparisons: 


The following millage rates have been levied by the Dietrict since 197). The proposed miliage rate for 
1977-78 reflects the 1.83 mili increase, not the 0.50 mill increase for elementary physical education, 

middle schoo] counselor, and teacher aids. It does show only a net increase of 0.76 mill because of 4 

reduction in debt retirement millage.

Dollar Increase for Taxpayers: 


The actual net increase of 0.78 mills amounts to 78¢ per thousand of assessed valuation. Thus a house 
assessed at $10,000 would cost the taxpayers an additional $7.86. If tne cdditicas) 0.50 mills were

Circuit Breaker! 


Even Lhough the State of Hichigan has not assumed its share of the coat of educating children chrough a 
fairer means of taxation, it haa provided some relief for low and widdle iacome families and retired persons 
through a “circuit breaker" provision in the law. Many people do not realize the effect of the "circuit 
breaker" laws because the relief comes in the form of a rebate when they file their State Income Tax Return. 


Some persons may mot be aware that they are entitled to a rebate even if they have no income and have sot 
" 


filed 2 return. The “sireuds breaker” vorks like this: 
Under 65--Entitled to a 60% refund af all property tax that exceeda 41.5% of iacome. 
(Maximum refund--$1200.00) 
EXAMPLE A: income~-36,000 

Property tax~--$406 

3.5% of $6,000 = $210 

Property tax $400 ~ $210 =$190 

$190 x .62 = $114 rebate 

Actual property tax $266.00 
If this taxpayer's property tax increased $7.80 because of the additional 1.83 mills, 
he would realize an actual increase of only $3.12 because of the 602% rebate. 


EXAMPLE B: Income--$12,000 

Property tax--$600 

3.5% of $12,000 = $420 
Property tax $600 - $420 =$180 
$180 x .60 = $108.00 rebate 


Actual property tax $492.00 


If chigs taxpayer's property tax increased $11.40 because of the 1.83 mill 
increase, he would realize an actual increase of only $4.56 because of the 
60% rebate.

Factor vs. Assessed Valuation: 


Tnere has been a lot of confusion recently because of the increased property asseasment in Grayling Town- 
ship. In most instances there will be no increase in the actual property tax paid in 1977 over 1976, and 
in many instances there is a decrease. 


The reason for this lies in the drastic reduction in the equalizarion factor thac Craviling townghip resi~ 
dents had previousty. The prior factor of 1.44 meant the taxpaver had to pay 44% more thia his assessed 
valuaiivu would ivdicuie. th che tinaiiva ot .39 of the factor, the new factor of 1.09 requires 


hida to pay onay Sh mere th ais assessed valuatica would indicate, 


EXAMPLE: If you owned a house assessed at $10,000 in 1976, -he 1.44 factor brought 


the equalized value of your house to $14,400. 


If your assessment was raised to $13,000 for the 1977 tax rolls, the nev 
factor (1.05) would bring the equalized value of your house to $13,650. 
(Actually jess than the preeeding year). 


How Does This Effect Taxes? 


Using the 36.8 millage rate, the house that was assessed at $10,000 and equalized at $14,400 would have 
taxes of $950 in 14/6. 


The same house with the increased assessment to $13,000 and equalized value of $11,450 would have taxes of 
$503 in 1977.
